Tho manufacturer, tho merchant, in short 
tlio successful man in any business, is he 
who with good judgment gains a knowledge 
of tho operations! and experiences of others 
engaged in tho same and similar linen of

gained from books and papers.

cessful farmer is tho reading one. 
It is only 


by reading that ho can keep imfllciently post- 
ed up with the times, and bo prepared to 
cope with the spirit of tho ago in which wo 
live. It has been said that "an agricultural 
community without papers and books adapt- 
ed to iU varied interests is liko a ship at sea 
without a compass or nultlor."

THE WASTE OF MANUEES. 


Ifow I have seoii a filmier sweat loading 


and hauling out to his cornfield farm yard 
manure that first lost much of its ammonift 
by fire-fang, and then the heavy rain had in- 
creased tho weight of tlio pile 70 per cent, 
or more. If the soil is daily littered with dry 
leaves, straw or other refuse, it need not bo 
cleaned out until tho accumulation has been 
trampled down to a compact mass so exclud- 
ed from the air as not to ferment and firc- 
faiig. Some farmers do not clean out their 
stalls during tho coldest weather, but keep 
theuiwell littered so as to absorb the animals' 
urine. 
In the spring the stalls are cleaned 


and tho manure hauled and spread on com 
or grass land. 
When stalls are cleaned out 


often the manure should be Bnved under 
cover, nnd to keep it from fire-fang it should 
be trampled down ami treated with ground 
plaster and a sprinkling of Bait water. 
Not 


only every farmer but every village family 
who has a garden should never bo without 
one or more compost heaps ; they ore tho 
receptacles for all vegetable and aaimnl re- 
fuse and those house slops which are a fet- 
tering waste when committed to n sink drain. 


The unsightly \veeds nnd thistles which 


grow by the wayside may ba thoroughly 
exterminated if cut up and consigned to tho 
compost heap before they go to socd. I 
know but ono farmer who took the pains to 
clear the road of all weeds and bushes the 
whole length of his farm; and he is now 
dead, with no one to follow his example. 
Mr. Lawes also tells us that there is n great 
waste in the improper application of con- 
centrated fertilizers. 
He found that nitrate 


of soda was so soluble that if applied to the 
wheat crop iu the fall the rains of Winter 
washed away tho nitrate so that tho grow- 
ing crop failed to assimilate it, and tho 
yield per acre was several bushels less than 
on that part of tho field on which the ni- 
trate had been sown in the Spring. 


HOW TO FATTEN CATTLE. 


The following communication from E. A. 


Steele, a prominent stock raiser of Kansas, 
to The Drovers' Journal, is full of good 
sense, and if stock raisers will follow it, tho 
quality of cattle sent to market will bo rap- 
idly changed : The price of cattle fattened 
for market depends ou the symmetry of tho 
animal as well as the ''fat style," as shippers 
term it. 
I want here to state that good 


blood is important, but not absolutely neces- 
sary, to make what is termed a good seller. 
In order to fatten a steer to bring the high- 
est market price, he must be kept in a grow- 
ing condition from a calf, and iu no case al- 
lowed to go hungry. 
It is the starving the 


first and second Winters which wilts and 
shrivels up a steer, that causes him to ho 
sold at a reduced price. No amount of feed- 
ing will make him a first class seller, no dif- 
ference what his color or blood. 
An animal 


well fed (I care not what the blood- 
Texas 
or not) 
from a calf 
until tho 


Spring ho is 
three years 
old will bo 


smooth, with bones well covered, and will 
sell at a profit; while a half-starved - animal 
becomes crooked in the bnck,V;boncs pro- 
jecting, and shrivelled up; takes the best 
part of the Summer to get in condition to 
live, and will not be in condition for market 
until he is four years old, and then will 
bring a price which is unsatisfactory to tho 
producer nnd to every one that handles 
him. 
This is no thnory, but a fact deduced 


from close observation, as 1 have tested tho 
plan for several years. 
It will do and does 


pay to feed com" to calves nnd to yearlings. 
They start out ou grass in the Spring, strong 
aud vigorous. 
You are then able to market 


your c.-.ttle the Spring they are three years 
old, weighing 1,-UK) pounds, which is heavy 
rnoiifrh to brine the iirst price. 


The best steer I sold iu 1S72 was n com- 


mon native. 
He had nil ho could eat from 


e calf, aud was never hungry. Ho was a 
handsome animal, and was worth more pc>r 
pound than anything I shipped iu 187:.'. 
Ho weighed in Chicago i,:',.">() pounds, aged 
three years. 
J now have a steer calf eleven

POULTUY. 


TH£ VISIT OK A COBSlMiPONDENT OF THE BOS- 


TON THANBCHIPT TO THB TOULTHI FABM OF 


MB. I. 0. WILBOUB, .LOTUS COMPTON. 


We had the good forhiuo the other day, 


la ooinpauy with u friend, to visit the well 
known farm of Mr. L 0. Willxmr of Tjttlto 
Corapton,B. I., awl to enjoy, under picas, 
aut circumstances, the privilege of looking 
over ft successful and well contliU'tod ctittib- 
lishment. 
Mr. Wilbowr was not at home, 


but through the kindness of the fanner in 
charge, we- wore offered every facility wo 
couM doslro, not only iu uu examination of 
the farm buildings, stock, etc,, but wore 
supplied with many mutton* of interest con- 
cerning the management of the farm. 
As 


my friend was n Komewlmt noted poultry 
fancier, wo gave special attention to that 
department, Koine account of which may be 
of interest to the readers of the Transcript. 
As we were taken from one building to an- 
other we were surprised at the extent of 
this brauck of farming, and 
the order 


•ud system which characterized it from be- 
ginning to end. The objects'of course, at 
this timo of year, is the production of figga, 
And we visited more than a dozen buildings 
daroted to the use of fowls and this branch 
of production. 


The limits of this article will not allow of 


a detailed description of the building or of 
the different varieties of fowls or their 
man- 


agement, but wo understood that hero wore 
now on the premises about eleven hundred 
hens, and that it was no unusual thing to 
send two hundred dozen of eggs per week 
to market. 


Our ideas of the labor of hunting hens' 


egga. was greatly modified when we saw the 
man in charge walk along in front of the 
long rows of nests and pick up about four 
hundred Sue large clean eggs. 


Thi eggs are all carefully gathered at 


night and sent weekly to the Boston market, 
80 that there is no chance for them to be 
Otherwise than fresh and good; indeed we 
were told that every ogg is vrarranted to be 
perfectly fresh and sweot. 


The labor of providing the required variety 


of food for so large a family is no small 
iUm. Wheat shorts, beef scraps, and meal 
is bought by the ton and. corn by the car 
load, whil« occasionally other varieties of 
grain are used, with broken oyster shells in 
abundance. Cleanliness and a variety and 
liberal supply of food, wo should judge, 
were the strong points of the management 
here. Wo observed that disinfectants were 
freely used, and wore told that deaths by 
disease wero of rare, occurrence. A regular 
system of debt and credit is followed in this 
business, but in the absence of the- proprie- 
tor we had no means of getting tho figures, 
from our etondopiufc it seemed not only 
pleasant but highly prolUablo 
r. n.
